conscience which form trust you will permit this discussion 
ask the privilege expressing you appreciation 
and gratitude for the Christlike zeal with which you address your- 
selves consecrated souls the sacred apostolate Catholic 
education. 

All too often are forgetful the human side life and 
perhaps are especially prone overlook those who are 
giving themselves generously the education youth. Probably 
have failed discern the significance the statement which 
the divine Master all education made His appealing prayer 
for His select group teachers: pray for those who are find 
faith through their words” (John 17:20). “Through their 
words.” Where can human lips find better expression wholehearted 
appreciation the work done our teaching forces than 
this declaration and the very act Christ praying for the blessing 
His heavenly Father the work those who are teach 
His name? 

Without courting sacrilege, yet dare apply these same words 
this select group apostles our day and beg our Saviour 
extend that prayer each and every one you. Throughout our 
whole educational system there place for prayer and for the kind 
word encouragement those who are making reality the 
ideal which St. John Chrysostom glimpsed when asked, “What 
greater work there than training the mind and forming the habits 
the young?” That beautiful prayer our Lord redolent with 
divine sympathy. bespeaks loving understanding the gigantic 
size the field education and the uncommonly great sacrifices 
which must made those who embrace that way life.

Teach Catholic Homemaking 

not the primary purpose Catholic college education teach 
men how live, not angels but men; not vacuum but 
here earth; not isolated individuals but members society, 
Christian society, trust? 

Referring the tremendous responsibility the educational agencies 
the Church the family, Pius declares further his great 
educational mandate, “The family has instinctively understood this 
so, and from the earliest days Christianity down our 
own time, fathers and mothers, even those little faith, 
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have been sending bringing their children millions places 
education under the direction the Church.” Will our Catholic 
colleges Catholic this critical age? Will our Catholic parents 
ask bread for their children and shall hand them stone? 
the first duty the Catholic college realize that our Catholic 
college graduates must the homemakers tomorrow and 
today. Will our Catholic colleges Catholic face the present 
challenge the battle between Christ and chaos? 

How seriously have priests and Sisters and Catholic 
lay educators striven utilize all our knowledge, our every 
and the practical facilities our disposal make our colleges serve 
the people the community? How much serious thought have 
devoted the struggle for Catholic living that our young Catholic 
homemakers our college graduates the lay members 
our must put forth? Have fully and successfully dis- 
charged our responsibility them and holy Mother Church when 
have handed our graduates diploma? There yet much 
done our Catholic college circles. 


What About Rural Life?

Why does part-time farming meet with ridicule faint smile 
suggestion the Catholic collegian? Why are not our Catholic 
colleges abreast the times? Why are they remiss the study 
population trends? Why are they not electrically aware the 
depletion Catholic life and culture our rural districts? And— 
more urgent why are they not dynamically cognizant the facts 
that urban Catholicism wanes consistently and that rural Catholicism 
its present state cannot make the deficit? Are educating 
for life? have not yet scratched the surface this important 
educational field. Why this the case? 


Survey Weakness 


any one our Catholic colleges how many courses are offered 
that would attract our farm boys and girls farm boys and girls? 
How many can absolve ourselves completely blame? Just 
off the press very interesting piece sociological literature 
entitled Survey the Weakness the Catholic Population 
the United States.” shows the weakness the Catholic Church 
the rural areas, the only remaining source our population 
strength. alarming. own diocese number 853 farm 
families out population 66,500. Suppose that allowed 
ten children each family. should have 8530 farm people from 
Catholic population 66,500. One eighth the Catholic population 
will have supply the seven eighths order keep the status quo. 
Yet the entire population the diocese 1,350,466. Nevertheless, 
the United States today have not single Catholic college 
which can send Catholic young men and women prepare 
them for farm life. Our young farm boys and girls must receive 
their life training secular institutions. fair? Are not 
discriminating against our farm people? Will our Catholic colleges 
Catholic? 

Are Teaching Religion? 


Our next point, the third our examen, will concern itself with 
the teaching religion our Catholic colleges. Let consider 
this from two points view, that the curriculum and that 
teacher training. the religion courses carry much credit and 
are they given the same number hours secular subjects which 
are deemed important? After all, exist primarily teach re- 
ligion. fundamental principle our philosophy education. 
Are following that principle? Would score high rating 
the teaching religion? How many doctoral degrees religion 
have the faculty? How much graduate preparation religion 
have the professors religion had? the library adequate? Can 
the section devoted religion compare with that other sections 
the library? Will bear professional examination? With young 
men and young women crashing the classrooms our science and 
our sociology departments and being enrolled religion classes 
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only through sheer academic force and sitting through them without 
interest, there must something wrong. must face the facts. 
have neglected our courses religion. That cardinal fault. 
The age credit and degree conscious. must provide for 
preparing the faculty religion. Poorly staffed and poorly taught 
courses religion are incentive college youth; they are 
incentive love religion; they are incentive Catholic 
living. 
Need Student Counselors 

Closely related the teaching religion the guidance 
youth. Guidance youth has many meanings. should its 
best the Catholic college. That so, the director should 
selected from the most capable—the most capable the guidance 
youth. still relish the term spiritual father for this most im- 
portant post the whole faculty. The spiritual father, student 
counselor, guide the keyman the entire structure Catholic 
college training. Yet, does not frequently happen that the 
not always the office some out the way spot 
corner where the student will rarely come find very inconvenient 
visit? Again repeat, Will our Catholic colleges Catholic? 

all this—our failure adequately prepare Catholic home- 
makers; our consistent neglect the important function Catholic 
farm living; inefficient courses religion and imperfect student 
counseling; word, the tendency the Catholic college 
ignore the actual needs Catholic life today—we ourselves are 
blame. have been caught ebb tide and have floated out 
educational sea. All the flotsam and jetsam that came our way 
picked and called college education. The standard liberal 
arts courses that once were Catholic, that plumbed the depths 
the young hopeful’s mind, the mental gymnastics that developed 
agility and profundity thought, power analysis and 
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Brother Lawrence Ephrem, 
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that taught the young man and woman how study, these were 
our heritage. God grant that they recovered. 


Scholastic Philosophy Essential 


The Catholic college that after the freshman and sophomore years 
gave two years sound Scholastic philosophy, not piecemeal but 
unified whole, this college laid the solid authentic basis for the 
conferring the degree bachelor arts. Such education was 
the unequaled predivinity, premedical, prelegal, and other preprofes- 
sional course. trained, college students were the boon Catholic 
society. They were the leaders Catholic life. They knew how 
sentire cum ecclesia. Today when the Holy Father calls for Catholic 
lay leaders, the Catholic college offers him expert technicians, men 
and women who are unprepared for Catholic thinking, Catholic 
appreciation, because they have not grounded the funda- 
mental principles Scholasticism. 


Our Colleges Will Catholic 


Will our Catholic colleges Catholic? Still ask the question, 
and still insist that they will be. pledge faith the Catholic 
philosophy education. pledge faith education that 
teaches Scholastic philosophy its students and sends them into 
the world take their stand for God, for Holy Church, for our 
country, for Christian family life. pledge faith the men 
and women who, you scholarly priests and religious and devoted 
Catholic laymen, spend themselves that Christ’s teaching reach our 
youth its fullness “through your words.” Neither you nor will 
forsake our sacred duty construct system Catholic education 
this country that will give soul and immortal spirit the praise- 
worthy efforts the President’s Commision. can show greater 
devotion our nation that giving the benefit our divinely 
constituted system Christian education youth. 


Old Education 


Guidance not invention modern 
education. antiquity the schools had 
guidance programs which worked conjunc- 
tion with their system government. was 
not altogether free and able work its 
own; nevertheless, Sparta, helped 
recruit able-bodied youths for the army. 
had the earmarks recruiting program. 
Those who were rejected the army were 
directed along other vocations equally bene- 
ficial the State. was advantageous 
the individual, for directed him fields 
where could accomplish more for himself 
and the State. 

Athens was somewhat more democratic 
its form government, therefore more dem- 
its guidance. allowed some choice 
the individual. Plato gives insight 
into the guidance program his time. In- 
dividuals were divided into three classes, 
Vocations, according their native abilities. 
Education then was divided into philosophy 


Education, Marian College, Poughkeepsie, 
Marian College conducted the Marist 
Tothers, 


for those who had the ability govern; 
physical training for those who aspired after 
military career; and apprenticeship for all 
the others who had apitudes for political 
military career. This was step forward 
the organization comprehensive guid- 
ance program. 

The Hebrew concept guidance was 
broader scope than either that Sparta 
Athens. The Hebrew prepared himself 
live full life earth, but was always 
contemplating the higher purpose his exist- 
ence life. Guidance was centered 
around the Ten Commandments. The Prophets 
together with the scribes were the counselors. 
The synagogue was important factor 
the program. might considered the 
prototype the Catholic system guidance, 
which embraces the task directing the whole 
man. The Hebrew parents considered their 
duty direct the interests their children. 
For these people guidance was religious, 
social, and vocational function. 


Catholic Principles 
The Catholic concept quite similar 
that the Hebrew. Both are based essentially 
the law God. The Catholic concept 


based directly the teaching Christ. 
Christ’s dealings with His disciples and the 
peoples His immediate surrounding gave 
whole program guidance. knew 
human nature other man did, but His 
knowledge was not passive, for also knew 
how cope with it. His method was always 
build the supernatural upon the natural, 
for never lost sight the fact that all 
men are but humans; fall and err 
their very nature. Man, being what 
must elevated both spiritually and voca- 
tionally. Christ knew that all men are not 
equal, but are quite different character, 
personality, and native ability, allowed 
for individual differences. Experience 
dear school and long process guidance 
timesaver. 

Traditionally, the first confession made 
priest and the advice received from him 
was guidance. The sacrament penance 
not only tribunal justice, also 
means directing man his greatest good; 
the development and the cultivating his 
character and his personality well his 
immortal soul. 

traditional the Church employ 
guidance the selection her candi- 
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dates for the ministry. her choice 
candidates she studies the disposition, the 
temperament, and the emotional behavior 
each one ascertain his fitness. Today 
elaborate much, but wonder are 
accomplishing more even much with 
all the means have our disposal. 


The Counselor 


Our modern system guidance originated 
need meet the demand ever 
increasing number pupils our schools, 
the result all-American philosophy 
education universal education. 
schools consolidated into larger ones, be- 
came necessary adopt system give 
pupils some individual, attention, which was 
becoming increasingly difficult do. the 
traditional small schools the teacher was with 
certain group the whole day; was not 
just teacher subject matter; was the 
molder characters and trainer wills. 
When the schools became factory size, factory 
methods were introduced with specialists 
guiding large groups, doing away with teachers 
counselors. seems are now trying 
swing back introducing home-room coun- 
selors produce the same results the tradi- 
tional small schools did. The large schools 
and the development complex social 
system brought about number new situa- 
tions studied, positions filled, and 
problems solved. But fundamentally 
guidance remains the same. was the 
small schools where pupils were known 
individuals least one member the 
faculty, will have with large schools 
guidance succeed helping pupils. 
will have direct individuals, not groups, 
specific goal, whether this goal the 
attaining one’s salvation, the making 
living. Group revival not Catholic idea. 
believe elevating the individual, the 
unit the group. When the individual 
well directed the group also, not vice versa. 
Guidance Catholic school more em- 
bracing because does not break man 
into parts, but considers him unit. Group 
guidance helpful, but was never meant 
take the place individual guidance. 


Individual Counseling 

Guidance that takes into consideration only 
the social and vocational aspect man can 
afford err for can nearly always 
corrected time more capable counselor 
since affects only the temporal life man. 
quite different when one considers the 
composite man. Then the counselor cannot 
afford err his counseling for would 
jeopardize the temporal and the eternal welfare 
the individual. might less special- 
ist such fields choosing the right college 
getting the right job, but must quite 
able discerning characters when approached 
with personal problems. the Catholic sense 
counselor must man God. must 
have wide perception, and envisage his coun- 
the light eternity. must always 
bear mind that greater achieve- 
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ment teach one how live, than teach 
him how make living. 


What Guidance? 


Guidance the fulfilling fundamental 
human need, whether deals with the simple 
complex problems life, and whether 
consider the small country school the 
large city school are faced with the same 
situation, namely, human beings seeking solu- 
tions their problems. each one his 
problem seems more involved and more com- 
plex than those everybody else. think 
mostly terms ourselves. The students 
must made see that their problems can 
solved with little bit patience with 
themselves. 

Advertising system guidance has 
done more direct our thinking and acting 
than any other factor our daily lives. 
are confronted with continually one form 
another. The secret behind every advertise- 
the minds the readers. People have come 
rely advertising explicitly. has opened 
new vistas for countless number people. 
People are taking the attitude, “what you can 
have others for you why yourself.” 
Passing judgment involved psycho- 
logical process, allow someone else 
for us. Advertising takes the initiative 
and decides what are eat, and what 
are wear, and how are going recreate 
ourselves. The great factor advertising 
the conviction carries. Conviction the 
mind the reader deeper when the ad- 
vertiser speaks directly him. Guidance de- 
partments might take hint from the adver- 
tiser, and create their pupils wants and 
desires that can fulfilled the development 
fuller life. 


Modern Systems Guidance 

There are several types guidance organ- 
izations, but their ultimate end the same. 
Some organizations function through the 
home-room teachers, called teacher-counselors, 
while others function through special coun- 
selors appointed the school authorities for 
the sole purpose guiding. are the 
opinion that guidance better where the 
counselors have continual contact with the 
pupils, either the classroom some 
extracurricular activities. Counselors should 
know their counselees not only through 
testing program administered intervals, but 
they should know them personally; otherwise, 
are specializing the point where the 
individual but cog the wheel; pro- 
viding fits the pattern, little accom- 
plished for the direct benefit the individual 
human entity. Guidance being such 
integral part education, must extend into 
all the processes the child’s development 
character building, social, vocational, educa- 
tional, recreational, and moral development. 

number schools have guidance com- 
pletely department head, who 
usually professional counselor. His position 
might require full time with one several 
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assistants who devote full part time 
cording needs. this setup somewhat 
rigid formality has been developed; pupils are 
interviewed only designated time and 
special appointment the good pleasure 
the counselors. the big business 
this type organization, even though the 
counselor specialist profession, with 
academic and personal qualifications, must, 
nevertheless, make himself acceptable the 
young people direct. Counselors are 
appointed for various reasons, and undoubtedly 
large number them are appointed the 
basis their university credits the field, 
which far the least important. are 
tempted conclude times that certain 
important factors are overlooked the ap- 
pointment counselors. they are 
the job properly, they must have more than 
academic and professional 
they must the choice those they are 
directing. must not only the choice 
the majority, but that every pupil the 
school. Being the choice the majority does 
not help those who might not feel free 
consult the appointed counselors; see 
it, freedom choice absolutely necessary 
pupils are benefit guidance. 


Qualifications Counselors 


great help, but does not guarantee good 
counseling any more than methods teaching 
guarantee good teaching. The human traits 
character and personality are what youth 
look for their leaders, and counselors are 
leaders youth. That guidance for the 
benefit youth must paramount. When 
has force its influence upon the individual, 
seems there something radically wrong 
with its approach. Counselors not have 
the “men about the campus” for this type 
popularity might detrimental guidance. 
They must command the esteem and respect 
the pupils. Theoretical guidance some- 
times emphasized that casts 
shadow over practical guidance. Blueprints 
well-organized guidance departments are 
everywhere demand; that they function 
when they are confronted with the actual day 
and day out directing young people 
people toward fuller life sometimes rele- 
gated secondary position. 


Guidance for all Students 

accepted fact that the maladjusted 
are the counselor’s most popular clients, and 
spends large portion his time with 
them. The others are seldom called for 
interview, except probably once term, and 
casual way. Turning over the facilities 
guidance mostly the maladjusted not 
quite fair the rest the students for 
most schools they are the minority. The 
office the counselor is, too often, refuge 
for the “problem child” rather than haven 
for the child with problems. The feel 
embarrassed call called his office. 


make guidance effective and productive 


good intended organizing it, must 
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reach every pupil school. “The aim 
guidance assist the individual becoming 
progressively more able guide himself.” 


Students Choose Counselors 

some schools, which like call more 
progressive, the pupils select their own coun- 
selors. The names available faculty mem- 
bers for counseling are made known the 
pupils. form provided, the pupils write 
the name their choice recorded the 
head counselor’s office. From these forms 
roster for each teacher-counselor made out. 
This system seems work out well; both the 
counselor and counselee are great advan- 
tage, and both are better disposed benefit 
from guidance. The counselor has willing 
client, and the counselee has the person his 
choice advise him. eliminates friction 
that too often exists between counselors and 
pupils. this setup both receive more benefit 
from the guidance facilities. 

Sometimes happens that certain faculty 
members have quite number pupils 
their roster, while others have comparatively 
few. While possible such situations will 
arise, equally possible arrange pro- 
gram that will work satisfactorily for all. 

this type organization pupils receive 
more personal attention, and they are better 
followed up. This eliminates the possibility 
forcing guidance some. Pupils come their 
counselors freely and are quite anxious 
speak about their personal problems with 
them. 

The Teacher-Counselor 

The counselor, generally speaking, need not 
specialist. individual who qualifies 
teacher should also qualify teacher- 
counselor. his training, made thorough 
study child psychology, mental hygiene, 
and methods approaching youth, which, 
after all, are the basis for guidance and coun- 
seling. Since guidance integral part 
education, and the teacher counselor 
the classroom, there little reason believe 
that less qualified guide outside the 
classroom environment. will necessary 
have specialists, but impossible have 
sufficient number them the staff 
meet the demand made counselors. The 
work the specialist should co-ordinated 
with the teacher-counselors. might 
called the teachers’ counselor, for his work 
more the directing teachers toward proper 
counseling than directing pupils, except when 
the teacher-counselors are confronted with 
problems adjustment which are beyond their 
ability. The teacher-counselors turn must 
with him everything that deals 
with guidance. might express the relation 
between the teacher-counselor and the spe- 
the words Hollis Caswell:

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obviously become necessary for the core 
teacher have general competence 
guidance procedures. However, this teacher 
must able reach out for help with 
the more difficult guidance problems. 

There are two areas which core teach- 
ers are most likely require specialized 
service: one, dealing with major be- 
havior and personality problems, and the 
other, providing vocational guidance. 
will desirable, therefore, have the 
school staff specialist specialists 
both psychological and vocational counsel- 
ing. emphasize again that these special- 
ists should work directly through the core 

addition work individual prob- 
lems, the guidance specialists would re- 
sponsible for keeping the other teachers 
generally informed about and sensitive to, 

The teacher-counselor must willing 
give information directly the pupils, and 
rare cases should direct them someone 
with the problem, then his duty refer 
the specialist. The pupils are rather re- 
luctant make the round counselors for 
information. The teacher-counselor should 
always frank and sincere dealing with 
youth. 

The office the counselor not news 
office where information gathered 
broadcasted the rest the faculty, 
too often the case. Indiscreet counselors have 
done much toward making pupils skeptical 
about guidance. What goes between coun- 
selor and counselee must stamped with the 
seal professional secrecy. The “tell more 
about yourself” attitude should avoided. 
The questions asked must always view 
helping and not simply satisfy the curios- 
ity the counselor. the other hand, the 
pupil willing talk about himself, the 
counselor should listen him and show in- 
terest. One the first qualities coun-

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selor deep-seated interest in, and great 
love for, youth. experienced counselor 
often senses glance what the trouble is, 
and through discreet conversation the subject 
discussed and the proper remedy advised, 
all the time making him feel ease. This 
method quite different from that the 
counselor who feels the pupil must open his 
heart and soul every time steps inside his 
office. 


The Province the Counselor 

The province the counselor everything 
and anything that might trouble young people, 
what they wish discuss. seems 
the right approach the counselor direct 
wisely. Unless equally willing listen 
gripe, the planning future career, 
the social adjustment pupil, the 
counselor cannot direct properly. Some this 
might seem very trivial and the counselor 
might even tempted laugh, and consider 
the whole thing somewhat but the 
youth before him tremendously important. 
The counselor must approach the problem 
cautiously and try face the situation the 
same light that the pupil sees it.

The report the special committee 
the National Catholic Education Associa- 
tion study the President’s Commission 
Higher Education for American De- 
mocracy frankly disappointing docu- 
ment. uses shots when should 
using bullets. 

There point, for example, com- 
mending (page two) the first volume 
the commission report for lesser things 
when (1) “the spiritual nature man 
moral being almost totally ignored,” 
(2) there recognition motivation 
based moral responsibility, (3) the 
ethical principles the report have 
sanction, (4) there lack moral sense, 
and (5) the principle authority re- 
jected. With these things true, nothing else 
matters. 

The Report the Committee the 
N.C.E.A. loses itself detail instead 
making the frontal attack the funda- 
mental issues. These are three number: 

The accentuating the centralizing 
tendencies the Federal Government 
changing the character the American 
Government. 

inadequate and incomplete con- 
cept education and losing the central 
individual and desperately 
acter education itself, and 

The overemphasis what ordi- 
narily called public education and the 
confining restricting what another 
form public education, not tax supported, 
the use the federal taxing power 
for extraordinary federal aids such 
large amounts that its influence cannot 
but large not determining local 
and state education. 

People wanting protect themselves 
from any charge opposing public educa- 
tion, denying educational opportunity, 
lose themselves protecting their virtue 
and miss the boat. Let directly the 
issues without saying what ought 
obvious. May add, however, that much 
this President-sponsored committee’s 
report, 
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report the nature the bromidic 
when isn’t lost statistical mirage, 

The fundamental issue this report 
the nature the government the United 
States. The strong centralizing tendencies 
the New Deal, and the emergency 
war are given new momentum. The argu- 
ments made for this larger place the 
Federal Government are 
applicable every phase the life of. the 
states and the local communities. Are 
there not the states and the localities 
inequalities provision for health, for 
recreation, for social welfare, for crime 
prevention, and are there not states and 
localities not spending enough 
things and are there not many who not 
have enough spend. lay the 
foundation for complete centralization 
government, which merely the way 
dictatorship and totalitarian government. 
Education has apparently failed teach 
the American people that the Federal 
Government government delegated 
powers, and that all governmental power 
not specifically delegated the Federal 
Government reserved the people and 
the states. From this standpoint the 
greatest problem education reverse 
these tendencies and rediscover the signifi- 
cance decentralization American life 
and

slovakia, and the United States. There 
are many other views stated which point 
clearly confusion. The excuse the 
commission will undoubtedly that 
concerned with the social role educa- 
tion. That all Hitler 
with. That all Stalin concerned with. 
The individual doesn’t count loopholes 
the report the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. This social role accentuated the 
attitude toward private schools such 
Harvard, Yale, Columbia, Chicago, Ford- 
ham, and all the others. The danger with 
emphasis the social role that tends 
become exclusive emphasis, and the 
human, the individual aspects which must 
controlling genuinely Christian- 
democratic education are first subordinated 
and then lost. The process under way. 
may repeat the words Madame 
Corday our present-day terms: 
Democracy what crimes are committed 
thy name.” 

The underlying secularization educa- 
tion implicit rather than explicit and 
some statements about “ethical values” 
look too much like afterthought 
incidental reference “sop.” 

There very clear animus the report 
toward the nongovernmental schools. The 
greatest safeguard the quality public 
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education the independent college and 
they did not exist, they 
would need created. Public policy 
should encourage and stimulate them. The 
question federal aid must faced 
terms some federal control, witness the 
colleges. The ultimate wisest 
policy would federal aid for educa- 
tion, governmental nongovernmental 
and the consequent reduction federal 
taxation.

danger. There may some point 
returning the states for some equaliza- 
tion opportunity, the normal tax returns 
ondary education necessary for least 
the stability the country. This far 
from achieved. The basic training all 
the people the country the first 
responsibility government funds after 
the fundamental need for order. The 
cliques the American Council Educa- 
tion, and the National Educational 
Association, well other organ- 
izations are eternally the job. They 
have two ready solutions for all education: 
more education such, and more and 
more federal money. This political 
and social “hothouse.” has not the 
vigor the education the country, but 
keeps the pot boiling. The sooner Pres- 
idents (via their advisers, this case, 
Steelman) cease lend the White House 
“halo” the Washington educational 
lobby, the better for American education. 

This report plans for the great future 
American education the fiat federal 
appropriations could achieve it. Yet thor- 
oughgoing job the foundation which 
the future must built necessary. One 
good thing about the Harvard report was 
that dealt principally with the secondary 
school. That must done here, too. That 
tween the American Council Education 
and the National Education Association, 
though the National Education Association 
entered the field higher 
education.

Library 
Particular Examen 

Bishop William Mulloy Covington 
addressed the Midwest Region the Na- 
tional Catholic Educational Association 
March, 1948. Both the secondary school 
and the college departments met joint 
session and were obviously impressed 
the challenge Bishop Mulloy’s address 
“Will Our Catholic Colleges 
Catholic?” 

After gracious words praise and en- 
couragement for the workers the vine- 
yard and before confession faith 
the Catholic philosophy education, 
Bishop Mulloy proposed particular ex- 
amen educational consciences under the 
general theme “Will Our Catholic Colleges 
Catholic?” His particular examen re- 
lates three subjects (1) the Catholic 
home, (2) the interest rural life, and 
(3) the teaching religion. 

The particular examen the Catholic 
homemaker included these questions: (1) 
Have pointed our sights the cultiva- 
tion and fostering homemakers our 
first objective? (2) Have kept faith 
with Christ, with His Church, with our 
country? (3) With the twin evils di- 
vorce and birth control being rampant 
and destructive society everywhere 
today, can our Catholic college graduates 
pass the test? (4) Will our Catholic parents 
ask bread for their children and shall 
hand them stone? (5) Will our Catholic 
colleges Catholic face the present 
challenge the battle between Christ and 
chaos? (6) How much serious thought 
have devoted the struggle for Cath- 
olic living that our young Catholic home- 
makers our college graduates 
the lay members our faculty must put 
forth? 

The particular examen the effects 
Catholic education rural life included 
such questions as: (1) Why we, 
college group, alienate from academic 
consideration our college discussions, 
counseling, and guidance programs, the 
idea life the farm? (2) Why does 
part-time farming meet with ridicule 
faint smile suggestion the Catholic 
collegian? (3) Why are the Catholic col- 
leges remiss the study population 
trends? (4) Why are they not electrically 
aware the depletion Catholic life and 
culture our rural districts? (5) Why 
are they not dynamically cognizant the 
facts that urban Catholicism wanes con- 
sistently and that rural Catholicism its 
present state cannot make the deficit? 
(6) Why have not scratched the surface 
this important educational field? (7) 
How many courses our Catholic colleges 
are offered which would attract our farm 
boys and girls farm boys and girls? 
(8) How many can absolve ourselves 
completely blame? (9) fair 
have our young farm girls and boys re- 
ceive their life training secular institu- 
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tions? discriminating against 
our farm people? (11) Will our Catholic 
colleges Catholic this particular? 

The particular examen the teaching 
religion Catholic colleges included 
such questions as: the religion 
courses carry much credit, and are they 
given the same number hours secular 
subjects which are deemed important? (2) 
Are following the fundamental prin- 
ciple our philosophy education that 
religion should central our teaching? 
(3) Would score high rating the 
teaching religion? (4) How many 
doctoral degrees religion have the 
faculty? (5) How much graduate prepara- 
tion religion have the professors re- 
ligion had? (6) the library adequate? 
Can the section devoted religion com- 
pare with those other sections the 
library? (7) Will bear professional ex- 
amination? (8) the director religion 
selected from the most capable the 
guidance youth? the spiritual father, 
student counselor, guide, the keyman 
the entire structure Catholic college 
training?

recently traveled Philadelphia 
attend the meeting the Philosophers 
Education. This society made of. the 
teachers philosophy the colleges, 
universities, and state teachers’ colleges 
and other teacher-training institutions. 
was rather surprising experience. left 
with sense the terrible confusion 
the field philosophy education it- 
self and the amazing lack actual com- 
munication ideas discussions the 
philosophy education conducted. 
those now the seats authority 
the field throughout the country. 

The first discussion the meeting was 
discussion the science education. 
The introductory remark indicated that 
the panel had agreed that science educa- 
tion was too positivistic. This immediately 
and was told the answer would found 
the paper itself that was pre- 
sented. The paper itself set number 
straw men and knocked them down 
with vigor. The object science was 
not knowledge, but some system ideas 
that seemed illustrate very well what 
Professor Norman Foerster called 
entism,” i.e., science mixed with 
philosophy. 

The second discussion was report 
the Committee Consensus which was 
report consensus regarding our con- 
cepts (1) community, (2) man, (3) 
vocation, (4) discipline, (5) knowledge, 
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and (6) strategy for American educa- 
tion. fundamental issue was raised, how- 
ever, whether the community the 
individual was the main factor the 
educational process. The emphasis the 
discussion seemed that the com- 
munity was. was pointed out that for 
the religious members present the end 
must the salvation individual souls 
and for the philosophical group was 
pointed out Giddings had done that the 
function the social process was the 
enrichment the human personality. 

Evasion the issue saying that these 
were the obverse and reverse side the 
same thing was ruled out one the 
questions. fundamental issue was raised 
whether consensus was possible. 
any rate, there was evidence wide 
divergence opinion and there seemed 
anything but consensus. 

The climax the meeting was speech 
Professor Smith Chicago who 
spoke philosophy and education. Pro- 
fessor Smith very gracious person and 
excellent ingratiating speaker, but the 
quality his thought approaches the zero 
point. Apparently the function any 
operational philosophy included what 
called the strategy obfuscation. There 
need following him through his 
vagaries except point out that his 
speech seemed perfect illustration the 
fact that philosophy his sense per- 
sonal self-obfuscation. 

There was interesting symposium 
the relation the study and improvement 
instruction the philosophy educa- 
tion. striking point this discussion was 
the fact that only four teachers one 
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hundred the country who are teaching 
philosophy education are adequately 
trained adequate for the job. This 
undoubtedly true. There apparently was 
very great confusion the character 
the content the subject “philosophy 
education.” One comes away from 
meeting like this with sense the futil- 
ity these co-operative methods 
and efforts consensus. Much the stuff 
about which consensus was sought was 
obvious the sky blue, but when 
came really fundamental positions 
there was “sweetness and light” that 
should more probably have been called 
“sweetness and darkness.” There 
feeling such meetings that you “give 
in” something you are participating, 
but you “hold out,” that not par- 
ticipation. Acquiescence seemed what 
required. was said Maritain’s work 
which one the professors had studied 
“that didn’t give inch.” That goes 
back fundamental idea that was back 
the society. They seemed con- 
cerned exclusively with what was called, 
over and over, again, the operational level. 
The philosophy education such not 
the operational level. The utilization 
the application distinct problem 
but the Committee Consensus, for ex- 
ample, was merely seeking operational 
basis rather than consensus 
lectual viewpoints. 

This meeting was interesting also from 
the standpoint the programs for ex- 
panding education without any effort

JouRNAL emphasis was given the great 
importance good voice and speech the 
teacher. Especially these bear the success 
failure the hard-of-hearing child. What 
about the voice and speech this child who 
represents from per cent the elemen- 
tary school population? 

Speech and hearing normally hand 
hand. They are the give-and-take, media 
communication. How few stop consider that, 
William Winter says, self-expression the 
dominant necessity human nature. What 
have and have had from earliest memory 
are prone take for granted, usually ignor- 
ing the scope our physical powers unless 
one another becomes impaired. When voice 
and speech are longer under full control 
come realize the prominent part they 
play closely knit human society. 

surprising then that plead that the 
severely hard-of-hearing child who must 
educated class school for the deaf 
placed where his normally acquired speech will 
carefully guarded and used basis for 
vocabulary building? 

The painfully and seldom perfectly acquired 
speech the congenitally and totally deaf 
child not under consideration here. Nor are 
the defects speech that are not the direct 
outgrowth defective hearing. Rather, the 
speech and voice the child who, having 
heard normally nearly normally until after

had acquired fair command language, 
has lost part his hearing. With the hearing 
loss his voice and speech are inclined de- 
teriorate quality. has been stated 
several authorities that even slight impairment 
hearing carries with corresponding im- 
pairment voice. 

Speech normally follows hearing 
hood. And seems follow all through 
life. the child hears, speaks. 
hears imperfectly may mispronounce many 
words, his vocabulary may fail normal 
growth. Without hearing his own voice clearly, 
his speech may become unintelligible, mum- 
bled, poorly articulated. 

The quality voice the hard-of-hearing 
child sometimes determined the type 
deafness well its degree. Thus, one 
type, one’s own voice seems louder than 
which results lowering the voice almost 
whisper. Another type often results 
too loud voice. Where deafness severe, voice 
control difficult and corrective measures are 
imperative second serious handicap not 

some cases the cause deafness, such 
nasal eustachian tube obstruction, also 
the cause poor voice quality. these cases 
medical surgical correction offers hope for 
the restoration normal voice, not 
normal hearing. 

The ear, therefore, according Doctors 
Phillips and Rowell, part the speech 
and voice mechanism. Now how does this fact 
affect the hard-of-hearing child his relations 
with his world human beings? 

When one the other the major senses 
becomes lost dulled immediately look 
for compensation through superior training

lip reading. Through hearing aids and lip 
reading lost impressions are again received. 
But the hard-of-hearing child, like all humans, 
has something give well receive. Most 
his thoughts and ideas are given through 
the medium speech. 

Knowing that the world returns meas- 
ure what give, know that disagreeable 
voice, one that odd tone pitch, too 
loud too low, and speech that incorrectly 
articulated, forms definite social barrier. 
Deafness unrelieved hearing aids par- 
ticularly trying and unattractive infirmity. 
the repelling qualities poor speech and voice 
may add the isolation often imposed 
deafness. With remedial instruction unavail- 
able many our schools what can the 
teacher about this problem? 

the teacher aware the prevalence 
defective hearing school children and 
has identified the hard-of-hearing members 
her class, she will not lose sight the hearing 
defect any her dealings with them. Con- 
sequently, she insists careful enunciation 
from the entire class, she will place little 
more emphasis with the hard-of-hearing 
child. this child habitually speaks too 
loud too low voice, she will remind him 
each recitation put more power behind 
his voice less, the case may be. 

Sisters who are meeting these problems in- 
telligently and courageously will find neces- 
sary correct pronunciation over and over. 
This calls for special brand patience. 
difficult fix the mind word that 
has never been quite clearly heard. And this 
particularly difficult correct pronunciation 
must supplant incorrect speaking long 
standing. The teacher who sees that the hear- 
ing defective child always acquires the correct 
pronunciation given word, matter how 
much difficulty involved, will saving 
that child from making himself ridiculous 
years come, and saving him from many 
humiliations, perhaps safeguarding normal 
personality.

Cyril and 
Greek missionaries, went the Ukraine upon the 
request the Khazars, Slavic tribe, and con- 
verted many the people. They translated the 
Greek liturgical books into the Old Slavonic 
language, which still used today. 

“The Ukrainian immigrants America were 
guided Bishop Soter Ortynsky who came 
1907. After his death some nine years later, 
Bishop Bohachevsky took his place Bishop 
the Ukrainian Catholics the United States. 
this day the Ukrainians America are en- 
deavoring acquaint Americans with the Byzan- 
tine rite the Catholic Church order 
fulfill the desire the Holy Father that all 
familiar with the various rites and respect 
the ancient outward observances the Holy 
Catholic Church.

family, those who the mending?) 

harbor the haborless, shelter the 
homeless: What about adopting orphan? 
giving alms maintain orphanages, old folks 
homes, etc.? allowing relatives, friends, even 
strangers who come the city work stay 
your place you have room, finding them 
rooming place? 

you think everyone engaged the build- 
ing trades would could practice sheltering 
the homeless? 

How about using your influence help 
solve the problem: What could you 
do? (Let someone list the suggestions from 
the class. sure have each tell why 
thinks his activity would come under this work 
mercy.) 

see prisoners, cheer them up, and try 
vert them, send good literature them, 
port chaplains for prisons. (Proceed with 
other works.) 
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visit the sick: person see 
them send cards, letters, flowers, etc. Who 
some other ideas? (Wait the sick, read 
them, entertain and cheer them; arrange 
for the reception sacraments for them; pre- 
scribe, prepare, administer medicine, etc., 
make them well; support hospitals.)

En- 
courage others the practice virtue, par- 
ticularly the weak. you are well informed, 
well rounded your interests, you will able 
better places when you find someone 
leaning the wrong way; then, too, you will 
able steer questionable conversations into 
cleaner nobler channels.

admonish sinners: What does God say 
about this James

Children love see pictures interesting places, but 
scanning the pages book and learning the subject matter the 
printed word another question. 

Facing this problem with group enthusiastic sixth graders, 
decided something about order arouse their interest and 
the same time correlate geography with their other subjects. 

First, the children drew large map the United States the 
blackboard putting the states, coloring them, and placing small 
star indicate the site the capital city. find all the information 
could about the settlement and progress the states was our next 
step. Each child drew the name state which was give 
oral report. bring our English and letter writing, decided 
write letter the governor each state asking for information 
concerning the state flag, song, bird, seal, and flower. Their childish 
letters met with great response. Besides the requested material, much 
more was supplied. 

one their round-table discussions, someone suggested that our 
project would more complete had book, the story which 
was laid that particular state. wrote letter the public 
library the capital each assigned state for the title and author 
such book. The librarians were most courteous their replies 
and very generous. Some sent more than one title and many supplied 
carefully written reviews their selections. 

When all the answers had been réceived, including the one from 
the District Columbia, the class made miniature books, placing 
the cover the title and author the book, and inside was written the 
review description same. The book was then attached the 
map with small light bulb just above the star which represented 
the capital. 

The children became enthusiastic over their project that even 
the pastor, Rev. Joseph O’Toole, was assisting them gathering the 
desired information. Their enthusiasm was widespread that the daily 
newspaper sent member its staff the school write the 
story the project and get picture the display material and 
booklets which the class had made. 

think that the time spent the project was well worth while. 
When finished and the oral reports were given, could feel proud 
the work that had been accomplished. 

With the material gathered, each child made scrapbook his 
state for himself and together the class made one large book containing 
the state flag, seal, bird, flower, and, some instances, the state song 
for the school library.

Under the leadership its president, Rev. 
Bernardine Myers, O.P., the Secondary School 
Department discussed the reorganization the 
high school proposed the National Commission 
Life Adjustment Education for Youth, the 
Office Education. Father Myers, who 
member the Commission, brought the De- 
partment clear view the Commission’s pro- 
gram which based the Prosser Resolution 
1945 and which urges that the high school center 
attention the per cent the students who 
are not going college and who are not prepar- 
ing enter skilled occupation but who need 
effective education for (1) citizenship, (2) for 
home and family life, and (3) for economic 
sufficiency. 

the first session the Department, Brother 
John McCluskey, S.M., Santa Monica, 
urged that Catholic high schools accept the chal- 
lenge the Commission making their train- 
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ing for Christian citizenship permeate the entire 
work the school that students will able 
participate understandingly the civic and 
political life their communities and the state 
and nation. the schools’ function prepare 
citizens our country, the world, and 
heaven. 

Sister Mary Annetta outlined for the Depart- 
ment the complete four-year Christian Family 
Living Program which all girls Presentation 
Academy, San Francisco, are exposed and which 
has been enthusiastically studied both public 
school and Catholic educators. The course the 
ninth grade takes units (1) personality, 
manners, and morals, (2) good grooming and 
charm, (3) family relationships, (4) physical 
aspects the home, (5) foods, (6) sanitation 
the kitchen, and (7) child care. During the second 
year semester devoted each biology and 
nutrition. the eleventh grade units are devoted 
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(1) textiles and sewing; (2) the selection and 
making clothing, household linens, and furnish- 
ings; (3) the use lesiure time; (4) music for 
leisure; (5) art the home; (6) economics 
the home, including budgeting, buying, and sav- 
ings; (7) meal planning and preparation; (8) care 
and maintenance home equipment; (9) mental 
and physical hygiene; and (10) home nursing. 
the twelfth grade the units, 
courses (1) physiology and child care, (2) the 
family the basic unit society and preparation 
for marriage. 

Rev. Egging, superintendent schools 
for the Diocese Grand Island, Neb., dis- 
cussing the work experience program part-time 
employment with school supervision, described its 
historic development, the psychological problems, 
and the administrative and teaching procedures. 
cautioned that success possible only when 
the program includes (1) effective guidance, (2) 
individual judgment that the pupil 
from further school attendance only with the help 
work experience, (3) close supervision the 
pupil the job and constant evaluation for mak- 
ing the experience effective, (4) assurance that the 
job does not merely duplicate school experiences. 
Even small schools can effective work the 
field work experience agriculture and the 
service occupations. The school should not, Father 
Egging concluded, assume responsibilities which 
properly belong the home, industry, 
the labor unions. 

The discussion the contribution which Cath- 
olic Religious Education can make life adjust- 
ment the high school brought forward practical 
plans already use which will raise instruction 
religion new plane effectiveness not only 
for the spiritual development each child 
individual, but also effective member his 
community, his occupational group, and the 
world. Father Thomas Lawless urged that sound 
“Religious Motivation” the most effective means 
developing self-discipline all aspects per- 
sonal, school, and adult living. Sister Joan Marie, 
Oakland, discussing the teaching 
Morality” said that moral teaching which becomes 
part their lives the only means offsetting 
the naturalistic and materialistic surroundings 
which students live. The Catholic high school stu- 
dents must taught the moral principles which 
will solve the problems today the future 
welfare the world will lost. Christlike ideals 
life, which are added daily practices 
prayer and the sacraments must made super- 
natural weapons life adjustment. 

Rev. William Smith, Brooklyn, argued that 
must reject capitalism operates and add 
education the forces which are seeking Christian 
co-operation and democracy our economic life.

Thursday morn- 
ing Rev. David Fulmer, assistant superintendent 
the Chicago Catholic schools, and Dr. William 
Odell, superintendent the

Sister Carmela her discussion the 
Social Studies urged points:

Christian Education for Democracy 


Honorable James Murray* 


your permission, shall concentrate this 
evening some the democratic goals 
toward which all us, Americans, ought 
striving unitedly. shall not discuss, except inci- 
dentally the educational techniques which 
may hope arrive these goals. These are sub- 
jects which the layman has right perhaps 
even duty —to vitally interested. Catholics, 
and especially American Catholics, are committed 
wholeheartedly and enthusiastically the superi- 
ority democracy over all other forms poli- 
tical government. are committed democracy 
primarily because our abiding philosophical 
conviction that democracy the best form 
government best the sense that, its very 
nature and definition, harmonizes more 
closely than any other form government with 
the sublime dignity man. Every man regard- 
endowed with rational intellect and free will, 
and destined ultimately for eternal happiness with 
God Himself. such has natural right 
expect and demand the fullest possible opportu- 
nity participate actively and responsibly 
political affairs—to exercise personal initiative 
and co-operate freely with all other men 
good will for his own welfare and for the welfare 
the community and all its parts. 

This the theme which Pope Pius XII develops 
his Christmas message 1944: 
“To express his own views the duties and sacri- 
fices that are imposed him; not compelled 
obey without being heard are two rights 
the citizen which find democracy, its name 
implies, their expression. 

then, consider the extent and the nature

the sacrifices demanded all the citizens, 
especially when the activity the 
state vast and decisive, the democratic form 
nature imposed reason itself.” 


Democracy Difficult Form 

But democracy postulate nature im- 
posed reason itself,” also the most difficult 
and the most exacting all the forms govern- 
ment and the one which most seriously challenges 
the Christian conscience. Democracy almost 
superhumanly difficult, because depends for its 
successful functioning completely and entirely 
the voluntary and intelligent co-operation all 
us, working together among ourselves and with 
the government, for the common good the gen- 
eral welfare. Democracy demands from 
individuals, members subsidiary social and 
economic groups within society, and citizens 
the political highest degree self- 
discipline and self-sacrifice. Which means that 
demands from each integrity personal 
character plus almost instinctive tendency 
co-operate with others, voluntarily and with only 
the necessary minimum external compulsion, 
the never ending application the principles 
Christ the temporal order. 

The ways democracy are painfully slow and 
cumbersome, only because ourselves are 
painfully slow developing within our souls 
those Christian virtues essential the successful 
functioning democracy and the absence 
which, widespread scale, democracy will in- 
evitably degenerate and will eventually give way 
the ever present forces tyranny and human 

Christian education for democracy, therefore, 
means, the first instance and before all else, 
education the Christian virtues successful 
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social living. means the education “better 
men for better times.” 

“Better men” cannot and will not produce 
“better times” unless and until they produce 
better social and economic institutions. 
men” cannot and will not produce “better times” 
until they out our classrooms not merely 
good individuals the restricted sense the 
word, but social-minded members the com- 
munity fired with burning zeal reconstruct 
the social order and determined, under God, 
“restore all things Christ”: family life, economic 
life, social life, political things without 
exception. 

well bear mind, too, that democracy 
longer afford painfully slow and 
cumbersome the past putting into practice 
the principles social justice and social charity 
which think implicit its very name 
and definition. Democracy today not 
merely because the ruthless aggression the 
Soviet Union and its satellites, but also and per- 
haps more importantly because the world has not 
yet been persuaded, its complete satisfaction, 
that democracy able willing live up, 
day-to-day practice, its admittedly superior 
ideals and attractive promises. 


Privilege Catholic Educators 

Ours the high privilege, therefore, and the 
terrifying responsibility demonstrate 
harassed peoples the world particularly 
the impoverished dispossessed that 
democracy, practice well theory, the 
best and the noblest form government. would 
venture prophesy, however reluctantly, that 
unless can this fact within the 
present the foreseeable future 
democracy almost hopelessly uncertain. 

“In every way,” says Pope Pius “the 
present hour requires that all Catholics devote 
all their energies obtaining the maximum effec- 
tiveness and the maximum realization the social 
doctrine the Church.” Similarly, citizens 
the United States, may state that the present 
hour requires that all Americans devote their 
energies obtaining the maximum effectiveness 
and realization the principles democracy. 
The alternative give way, perhaps for centu- 
ries, the forces evil. 

cannot sell democracy the hungry and the 
dispossessed handing them pamphlet the 
superiority the Declaration Independence 
over the Communist Manifesto. The hungry and 
the dispossessed have never read the Declaration 
Independence the Communist Manifesto, nor 
are they likely before they cast their 
vote the decisive elections the next few 
years. 

Someone has said that the only Bible which 
millions people read today the daily example 
Christians— your example and mine. our 
lives, then, are reasonably clear reflection the 
principles Christ, our neighbors may eventually 
brought the personal knowledge and love 
Christ. Similarly, would accurate say that 
the only political documents which millions 
people read today are the actions the several 
governments which, the Providence God, are 
the major powers the world today. The eyes 
the world, then, are the United States today 
thank God—than ever before our brief but 
glorious history. The United States 
democracy the hungry and the dispossessed 
only demonstrating the most practical sort 
way that democracy capable making the 
world better place which that 
democracy proposes without unnecessary 
delay. 
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Bread and Liberty 

What attempting say that democracy 
serious peril its existence, not merely be- 
cause the Communists and other 
despise democracy and are determined liquidate 
it—by ruthless force, necessary but also be- 
cause democracy has been unfaithful some 
its promises.

This, submit, the only rational answer 
Communism. But again come back the 
need men our country reared and disciplined 
home that breathes the love God, and 
what second only this love, love their 
fellow human beings for His sake.” 

The over-all promise democracy, then, like 
the promise the social encyclicals, is: bread and 
liberty. The price liberty, course, vigilance. 
But dare not let our vigilance blind the 
ugly fact that too many our citizens, even 
this, the wealthiest nation the face the earth, 
haven’t enough bread—enough economic and 
social security. Shall set the example for world 
freedom finding ways and meahs enabling 
them earn their daily bread dignity and 
enjoy freedom and security, shall give 


bad job —as another noble experiment 


gone sour and wait supinely for the totalitarians 
take away our cherished freedoms? 

remains indicate outline some the 
specific evils which are cutting down the effi- 
ciency democracy —to our international em- 
barrassment, not our shame some spe- 
cific remedies. 

Perhaps the principal, long-run weakness 
democracy its chronic inability unwilingness 
provide full employment decent wages and 
under decent conditions for all its citizens who 
need work and are able and willing engage 
the production useful goods services. Our 
democracy worse this respect than other 
even admit that our record relatively 
good compared with the record other com- 
parable But the fact remains that our 
own nation has yet discover the formula for 
that universal human objective which Sir William 
Beveridge refers “full employment free 
society.” Unless discover this formula with- 
out unnecessary delay, vast multitudes people 
all over the world who are anxiously looking 
for leadership and example will seriously 
tempted give way despair and cast their 
wretched lot with the totalitarians who are prom- 
them the moon. 
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Full Employment and Security 

Since addressing gathering profes- 
sional educators, perhaps can suggest that you 
have the enormous responsibility and the high 
privilege prepare the younger generation 
Americans think clearly and honestly about 
the philosophy full employment. Too many 
Americans are addicted the vice discussing 
the subject full employment and similar sub- 
jects emotionally and even hysterically. Too many 
are addicted the lazy, not dishonest, 
habit substituting ambiguous slogans and catch- 
words for intelligent discussion and debate. 
talk too glibly about “serfdom” and “collectivism,” 
about “socialism” and “totalitarianism.” 

wish make clear that there very im- 
portant distinction between collectivism the 
one hand and legitimate government intervention 
the other hand; for example, between min- 
imum wage legislation and totalitarianism; be- 
tween the Employment Act 1946 and 
between public low-cost housing and the so-called 
Servile State. 

tors who are privileged co-operate intimately 
with the fathers and mothers the United States 
the education their children, bal- 
anced and progressive and radical, you 
will, your approach economic and social 
reconstruction are the social encyclicals the 
popes. 

not imply that the government has the 
first principal responsibility for full employ- 
ment and social security. insist the light 
Christian social teaching that the government 
has large measure responsibility for full em- 
ployment and social security. must also insist 
that those who would discredit legitimate 
government action hue ‘and cry about col- 
lectivism totalitarianism are doing great dis- 
service democracy and, the case Cath- 
olics, are revealing almost unforgivable ignor- 
ance encyclical teaching. 

Full employment free society can 
achieved only through the voluntary co-operation 
the organized economic groups among them- 
selves and with the government which means, 
that another heavy responsibility Christian 
educators prepare your students emotionally 
and intellectually for life generous co-opera- 
tion within organized economic 
community. Too often the past have in- 
doctrinated our students, the principles 
economic individualism. Too often have 
handed down them suspicion, not 
antipathy, toward organized labor, for example, 
spite the obvious fact that Catholic social 
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teaching insistently tells that Christian 
economy means organized economy organ- 
ized freely and democratically, under God, for the 
purposes social justice and social charity. 

Let repeat that are opposed col- 
lectivism Americans and Catholics, are 
also opposed economic individualism, false 
philosophy and the breeding ground, histor- 
ically, those injustices which provide the col- 
lectivists with ammunition against democracy. 
Catholic education, suggest, can make greater 
contribution the peace and happiness the 
world than train its students search honestly 
and scientifically for practical alternative 
these extremes—an alternative which will carry 
out the democratic and Christian ideal full em- 
ployment free society.

Hits Religion Class “Cut” 


Too many Catholic schools are minimizing 
accrediting agencies, Most Rev. Bernard Sheil, 
senior auxiliary bishop the Catholic arch- 
diocese Chicago, told more than 500 priests 
and nuns the tenth annual meeting the 
midwest secondary school department the 
National Catholic Educational Association 
Chicago. 

While stating would wrong claim 
that Catholic schools are failing completely, 
Bishop Sheil went several 
criticisms.
